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ACLU RAISES QUESTIONS ON INQUEST 
RRR AR RAR KARE KEE ERE RRR KK 

In a press release fromthe Saginaw Valley 
Chapter of the American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion of Michigan, regarding the Coroner's In- 
quest into the death of Bruce Edward Staffney, 
the ACLU had this to say: Ancient law states 
that an inquest shall determine whether the - 
subject was known, or a stranger. Whether 
he was known to the police, or whether, 
known or unknown, he might have been appre- 
hended later or by other means, or what it 
was known at the time that he had done, were 
not asked. 

Was the prospective use of DEL chemical 
spray as a means of subduing the subject, 
rather than for self-defence as intended, wise 
or a contributing factor to the escape? Did 
the officers release the subject to avoid be- 
ing sprayed? Did the prospect incite him to 
flee ? ; 

Dialogue between Sgt. Foley and Asst, 
Prosecutor B.J. Scorsone developed the im- 
plication that escaping from the police is in 
itself a felony, to be stopped by any means 
at one's command, although it is believed 
that such action is really a circuit court mis- 
demeanor, 

Did ''shots in the general direction" en- 
danger passersby and penetrate nearby build- 
ings? Was it wise to shoot? Was it neces- 
sary ? 

The State of Michigan outlawed capital 
punishment over 100 years ago, yet Staffiney 
paid with his life without trial, without due 
process, and, despite where he was discov- 
ered, cloaked with the presumption of inno- 
cence. | ; | . 

Both the incident and the inquest dramatize 
ed the need for better general understanding 
for policy, and for education, both of the pub: 
lic as to what to expect, and of authorities as 
to what to do. The burden rests alike upon 
city administration, upon the schools and up- 
on the news media. Authorities generally do 
what the public expects of them, The time 
to equate expectancy and performance is noW. 
We urge that answers be found and that poli- 

cies be publicized for all to see and to know.

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MESSAGE TO THE BLACK NATION 

KAKA AAA AAA KAKA AA AKA KAKA KA 
How Do We Honor Brother Malcolm? 
By Rev. Albert B. Cleage Jr. 

Three years after his death Brother Mal- 
colm is more important to young people than 
he was at any time during his lifetime. I 
think this is true. Young people who never 
saw him, who never heard him, speak of him 
with reverence and say, 'I love Malcolm, " 
This is a tremendous thing, 

Older people who heard and saw him select 
from the things they heard and saw the things 
they want to remember, or even the things it 
suits their purpose to remember, This too is 
quite a thing--that an individual should be im- 
portant enough to be remembered even with 
distortions or for reasons not quite only of 
love. 

Brother Malcolm has become a symbol, a 
dream, a hope, a nostalgia for the past, a 
mystique, a shadow sometimes without sub- 
stance, "our shining black prince, '' to whom 
we do obeisance, about whom we write heroic 
poems, But I think Brother Malcolm the man 
is in danger of being lost in a vast tissue of 
distortions which now constitute the Malcolm 
myth, 

The Malcolm myth or the Malcolm myths, 
the complex of myths which more and more 
tend to cluster about Brother Malcolm, rem- 
_ ind us of what happened to Jesus Christ. I 
think I understand much more now the things 
that are written and said about Jesus, because 
I can understand how the life of a man dedica- 
ted to people can so easily become a focal 
__ point for the things people want to make that 
life mean, 


Brother Malcolm's contribution is tremen- § 


dous, What Brother Malcolm contributed to 
the black man's struggle in America and thro- 
ughout the world cannot be equalled or surpas- 
sed by the life of any man, 

"Oh we can think of individuals like Marcus 
Garvey. When Garvey looked at the world and 
said, "Where is the black's man's government 
?'' It was tremendous, Because he understood 
that the black man was engaged in a struggle 
against an enemy, and that if he was engaged 
in a struggle there were certain things that 
were necessary. He had to have power, he 
had to have a government, he had to have econ: 
omics, Marcus Garvey understood it, 

"But no man surpasses Malcolm in his un- 
derstanding of the meaning of the struggle in © 
which black people are engaged everywhere in 
the world. And there was no subterfuge or 
confusion or weak-kneed pussyfooting in Mal- 
colm as long as he lived, 

BASIC PRINCIPLES 

Malcolm X was tremendously important, 
beyond even our comprehension today, because 
Malcolm changed the whole course of theblack 
man's freedom struggle--the whole course of 
that freedom struggle not only in America but 
thooughout the world. 

"Black people everywhere in Africa, in the 
United States, everywhere, black people are 
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fighting today a different battle than they fou- 
ght before Malcolm began to talk, A different 
battle because Malcolm laid down certain bas- 
ic principles that we can never forget. He 
changed the whole course. - 

The first basic principle that Malcolm laid 
down that we can't forget is this: The white 
man is your enemy. That is a basic principle. 
We cran't forget it, Idon't care whatelse | 
they drag in from wherever they drag it--rem- 
ember one thing. Malcolm X taught one truth: 
The white man is our enemy. 

"We can't get away from it, and if we accept 
and understand that one basic truth, his life 
was not lived in vain. Because that was the 
basic confusion which distorted the lives of 
black people, which corrupted the movements 
of black people, ‘That was the basic area of 
our confusion, and Malcolm X straightened 
that out. 

The white man is an enemy--he said it. We 
must break our identification with him. That 
was his basic contribution. He didn't just say

TO it. He didn't sit off someplace and just write 
it He went out and he lived it. He asked for 
T. C. BB. moments of confrontation, He said we have 
TAKE got to break our identification. We can't go th. 
rough life identifying with the white man or 
CARE his government. 
OF You remember what he said down there at 
King Solomon Baptist church: You talk about 
BLACK "your" navy and "your" astronauts. He said, 
BUSINESS ''Forget it, we don't identify with these people. 


They are the enemy." And that is the basic 
truth, We must confront him, and we must 
realize that conflict and violence are necessary 
parts of a struggle against any enemy, 

That is what he taught. Conflict, struggle 
and violence are not to be avoiaed, Don't be 

afraid of them, You heard what he said. There 
has got to be some bloodshed, he said, if 
black men want to be free. That is what he 
taught, 
_ Now you cna't take that and say he believed | 
in blacks and whites marching together. He 
said black men have to be willing to shed 
their blood because they believe that they 
can be free. The white man is an enemy. 
PRIDE IN OURSELVES 
We must take pride in ourselves. You know 
that is what he said. But he didn't make a 
mystique out of Africa. He didn't sit down in 
a corner and contemplate his navel and think 
about the wonders of Africa. 

"Africa is our history. African blood is 
our blood. African soil is our soil, We can 
take pride in our past--not by sitting down and 
contemplating it but by using it as the basis 
for confrontation with the enemy, as a basis 
for struggle, for conflict, and even for vio- 
lence, if necessary. 

We fight because we are proud; and because 
we are proud, we are not going to lie down 
and crawl like snakes on our bellies. We are 
not going to take second-class citizenship sit- 
ting down, saying, 'Well, in a few years may- 
be things will change," 

We want to change it now. That is what 
Malcolm told us, that is whaat we belive and 
that is the basis of our struggle today.
